A 
flat-topped hill’ or mound, of about two 
hundred fect in height, situated close by, 
the river on the Bacninh side, hove offers a 
tnost advantugeous pusition for defance and 
observation of the: surrounding country; 
while directly, opposite, on tho othur bank 


of the river, anothor hill, of rather lower 
clavation, is also occupied. by French sol- 
diers. We wero most cordially received by 
un officer of the Foreign Logion, who intro- 
duced us to the cvlonel commanding the 
post and afterwards conducted ua round 
the defences and quarters.

got. up steam and proceeded a short dis- 
tance up river into a position from which a 
better view could be’ obtained of the Chi- 
nese forca, and thon opened fire upon them 
with Ker Hotchisiss ‘guns from the mast. 
heads, and an. occasional shell from her 
guns, The Chiness, who appeared to’ havo 
no artillery with them, xoturned the fire 
with small arms, and in spite-of,the canno- 
nading kept up-by the Leopard, succeeded 
in descending the hillside, ‘and setting fire 
ti the villago, the inhabitants of which had 
meanwhile escaped and sought protection 
at the-foot of the hilt on that side of the 
river occupied by the French, Just'as we. 
wero leavitig.a detachment: of Annamite 
tiratlleurs were despatched in the direction 
of thaavillage to dislodye the enemy and 
reconnoitre..

of the lovoliest-scenes probably to be mot 
with in the Far East..
